food is fu rnished by the city . 
On the basis of what has been 
con.su med since the arriv al of the 
tribesmen Su nday ev ening, du r­ 
ing the fou r day s the Indians are 
in Lincoln, they will eat 200 large 
loav es of bread, along with 8 5 
pou nds of pork, a large qu antity 
of breakfast food, 100 pou nds each 
of su gar and flou r, and 10 pou nds 
of rice, and 20 pou nds of coffee.

than 200 pou nds. 


In addition to these foodstu ffs 
there will be large qu antities of 
hambu rger u sed, a considerable 
amou nt of bu tter and an av erage 
of 5 gallons of milk daily , the lat­ 
ter being for the y ou ngsters. The 
largest item will be the 8 00 pou nds 
of bu ffalo meat su pplied when it 
was fou nd necessary to kill the 
king of the Pioneers park, be­ 
cau se of v iciou sness. 
Mu ch of the bu ffalo meat will 
be taken to their homes by the 
Indians, and distribu ted to the 
y ou nger generation on the reser­ 
v ation. Many of them hav e nev er 
tasted bu ffalo meat. This has been 
"jerked” from hind qu arters, and 
is being dried by the Indians.

Not much 
imagination is needed to foresee 
future developments growing out 
of a small beginning—the results 
of which can hardly be overesti­ 
mated. There is also the imme­ 
diate additional effect of provid­ 
ing greatly needed work in the 
building trades, R. T. MALONE.
